ORDER OF DISMISSAL

This claim, for an unstated amount, against the .Government of Cnba,
under Title V of the International Claims Settlement Act of 1949, as amended,
was opened by the Commission on behalf of a stockholder of Troplcal Gas
Company, Inc. based upon certain losses which may have been sustained as a

~tesult of actions by the ‘Government of Cuba since January 1, 1959.

Under Title V of the International Claims Settlement Act of 1949
t78 Stat. 1110 (196@); 22 U.s.C. §§1643-1643k (1964); as amended, 79 Stat.
988 (1965)], the Commission is given jurisdiction over claims of nationals
of the United States against the Government of Cuba. Section 503(a) of the

Act provides that the Commission shall receive and determine in accordance‘
.with applicable substantive law, includlng 1nternationa1 law, the amount and-
validlty of claims by nationals of the United States against the Government i
of Cuba ar1s1ng since January 1, 1959 for
.losses resultlng from the nationalization, expropri-
ation, intervéntion or other taking of, or special
‘measures directed against, property including any

rights or interests therein owned wholly or partially,
‘directly or indirectly at the time by nationals of :the

Unlted States.

under Title V of the Act, 1t must be establlshed that (l) the subJect
property was owned in whole or in part by a natronal ot the United States
on the date of‘nationalization;or other taking;.and (2)»that the claim
arising as a result offsuch nationalraation’has been,c0ntinuouslyiowned
thereafter in whole or—ln)part hy a national:of the hnlted States to the

date of filing claim W1th ‘the Comm1ssron. (See Clain'of Joseph Dallos

Troplcal Gas Co., a corporatlon organlzed under the laws of the
Republlc of Panama whlch‘does not quallfy as a natlonal of the United
States, filed Cla1m No. CU- 3018 and petltloned the Commission to be allowed
to: ‘act as agent for its: consentlng United States natlonal stockholders.

This petrtron was granted by the Commlss1on.
